RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 
ADOPTED  NOVEMBER  12,  1902 
(With  Amendments  to  19  32) 

Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair 
and  call  the  Council  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council,  if  present  (if  not,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese),  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the 
names  of  those  present. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  dele¬ 
gates  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates 
shall  have  been  presented  to  him. 

Rule  IV.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Creden¬ 
tials  to  receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  lay  dele¬ 
gates. 

Rule  V.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  dele¬ 
gates  as  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
and  adopted  by  the  Council,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present 
on  the  minutes. 

Rule  VI.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President 
shall  declare  the  Council  organized  for  business. 

Rule  VII.  The  Council  shall  then  proceed  to  election,  by  ballot, 
of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint 
an  assistant,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  council. 

Rule  VIII.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  IX.  Nominations  shall  then  be  made  for  all  elective  offices 
of  the  Council.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  nominations  printed  on 
ballots  for  the  use  of  the  Council  before  the  afternoon  session.  The 
elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  2:00  o’clock  p.  m.  The 
regular  Order  of  Business  shall  continue,  as  far  as  possible,  during 
the  elections. 

Rule  X.  Reports  shall  then  be  presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

2.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Admission  of  New 
Parishes. 

3.  Report  of  the  Archdeacon. 

4.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  Report  of  the  Bishop  and  Council. 

6.  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

7.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

8.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds. 

9.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Accounts. 

10.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

11.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Religious  Education. 

12.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Service. 
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13.  Report  of  the  Field  Department.

Rule  XI.  Elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  two  o’clock 
p.  m.  of  the  first  day  of  the  Council  as  follows:  The  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Diocese;  Diocesan  Officers;  Members  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of 
the  Mid-West;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention; 
a  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop). 

Rule  XII.  Before  the  close  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  shall  ap¬ 
point  the  Standing  Committees  provided  for  by  Title  I,  Canon  II, 
Section  7,  and  such  other  officers  as  he  has  to  appoint. 

Rule  XIII.  At  each  session  the  business  of  the  Council  shall  be 
called  and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  vote 
of  the  Council. 

1.  The  Roll  Call. 

2.  Reading  the  Minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  X. 

5.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

Rule  XIV.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the 
Chair. 

Rule  XV.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from 
the  sitting  of  the  Council,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside 
during  his  absence. 

Rule  XVI.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service 
of  the  house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  XVII.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de¬ 
liver  any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat,  and 
with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XVIII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the 
same  debate,  without  the  consent  of  the  House. 

Rule  XIX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the 
members  shall  continue  in  their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 

Rule  XX.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is 
put,  unless  excused  by  the  Council,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the 
name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XXI.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefin¬ 
itely,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to 
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divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  named. 

Rule  XXII.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Rule  XXIII.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
if  unqualified,  shall  be  settled  without  debate. 

Rule  XXIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House 
unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXV.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as 
the  judgment  of  the  Council,  and  shall  not  be  again  considered  dur¬ 
ing  the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion 
to  that  purpose  by  one  of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXVI.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XXVII.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If 
recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by 
the  Council,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XXVIII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the 
President  in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from 
such  decision;  and  on  such  an  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

Rule  XXIX.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
sittings  of  the  Council,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  on 
their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right 
to  take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Council,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day’s  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if 
necessary,  and  approved. 

Rule  XXXI.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future 
Councils,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the 
Journal  of  each  Council. 
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FORTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  COUNCIL 

ST.  PAUL’S  PRO-CATHEDRAL,  MISHAWAKA 

May  1st,  1941 

The  Forty-third  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana,  assembled  in  St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral,  Mishawaka,  Indiana 
9J}  Thursday,  May  1st,  19  41,  this  being  the  day  appointed  by  the* 
Bishop  and  pursuant  to  the  call  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 

At  7:3  0  a.m.  there  was  a  Requiem  Celebration  of  the  Holy 
Communion  foi  the  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Right  Reverend 
John  Hazen  White,  D.D.,  the  Celebrant  being  the  Very  Reverend 
Russell  R.  Ingersoll,  Dean  of  the  Pro-Cathedral. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  at  9:30  a.m.  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  and  the  Reverend  Harold  G.  Kappes,  of  South  Bend. 

The  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
at  9:45  a.m.  The  Bishop  requested  the  permission  of  the  Council  to 
dispense  with  the  double  roll  call  required  by  Rule  III  and  Rule  V 
of  the  Rules  of  Order,  which  request  was  granted  by  the  Council; 
and  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  was  instructed  to  call  the  roll  of  the 
diocesan  clergy  from  the  official  list.  The  Bishop  also  asked  that 
the  Committee  on  Credentials  report  at  this  time  on  the  Parishes 
and  Missions  eligible  to  seat  and  vote  in  this  Council. 

The  roll  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  was  called  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary,  who  then  reported  to  the  Bishop  and  to  the  Council  the  clergy 
present  of  those  entitled  to  seat  and  vote.  (For  the  clerg'y  present 
at  this  Council,  see  page  8.) 

At  the  opening  of  the  Council  there  were  twelve  of  the  clergy 
present,  nine  absent. 

Mr.  Charles  M.  Richardson  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Cre¬ 
dentials  that  the  records  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  had  been 
duly  examined,  and  that  the  Committee  had  ascertained  which  par¬ 
ishes  and  missions  were  entitled  to  seat  and  vote  at  the  Forty-third 
Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese.  The  Secretary  then  called  the  roll 
of  the  Lay  Delegates  whose  credentials  had  been  received.  (For  the 
Lay  Delegates  representing  these  parishes  and  missions,  see  page 
11.) 


The  Secretary  reported  to  the  Bishop  that  there  was  present  a 
constitutional  quorum  of  both  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates.  The 
Bishop  declared  the  Council  to  be  duly  organized,  and  proceeded  to 
the  celebration  of  the  Conciliar  Eucharist. 


The  Celebrant  at  the  Eucharist  was  the  Reverend  Harold  G 
Kappes  of  Holy  Trinity  (Hungarian)  Mission,  South  Bend.  He  was 
assisted  by  the  Dean  of  the  Pro-Cathedral.  The  Right  Reverend 
Campbell  Gray,  D.D.,  S.T.D.,  pontificated. 


At  the  usual  place  during  the  Eucharist,  the  Bishop  read  his 
Annual  Addiess  to  the  Council.  (See  page  2  6.)  The  Bishop  further 
requested  those  who  were  not  present  for  the  roll  call  to  report  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  immediately  upon  their  arrival. 

Following  the  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist,  it  was  moved, 
seconded  and  carried  that  the  representatives  present  from  parishes 
and  missions  other  than  those  named  in  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Credentials,  be  invited  to  take  seats  in  the  Council  without  the 
right  to  vote. 
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ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS 

SECRETARY  OF  THE  DIOCESE — The  next  order  of  business 
for  the  day  was  the  election  of  a  Secretary  for  the  Diocese.  The 
Very  Reverend  Russell  R.  Ingersoll  was  nominated  for  this  office  by 
the  Reverend  Lawrence  C.  Ferguson,  seconded  by  the  Reverend  Peter 
Langendorff.  It  was  moved  by  the  Venerable  J.  McNeal  Wheatley 
that  the  nominations  be  closed  and  that  the  Bishop  be  requested  to 
cast  the  unanimous  ballot  of  the  Council  for  Dean  Ingersoll.  The 
Secretary  then  requested  the  Reverend  Robert  J.  Murphy  to  act  as 
Assistant  Secretary,  which  nomination  was  confirmed  by  the  Council. 

TREASURER  OF  THE  DIOCESE— Major  James  H.  Haberly 
was  nominated  by  the  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff  as  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese.  On  motion  duly  made,  the  nominations  were  declared 
to  be  closed,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of 
the  Council  for  Major  Haberly.  This  was  done  and  he  was  declared 
to  be  duly  elected. 

TREASURER  OF  MISSIONARY  FUNDS— Mr.  Fred  N.  Smith 
was  nominated  by  Mr.  Haberly  as  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds. 
On  motion  duly  made,  nominations  were  declared  to  be  closed  and 
the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Council  for 
Mr.  Smith.  This  was  done  and  he  was  declared  to  be  duly  elected. 
In  order  to  expedite  the  work  of  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Donald  B.  Smith 
has  been  appointed  by  the  Bishop  as  Assistant  Treasurer  of  Mission¬ 
ary  Funds. 

CHANCELLOR  OF  THE  DIOCESE— The  Chair  advised  that 
the  term  of  the  present  Chancellor  expires  with  this  Council  and 
accordingly  he  nominated  The  Hon.  Gilbert  A.  Elliott  and  Mr.  Glenn 
R.  Sawyer,  both  of  whom  fulfill  the  requirements  that  nominees  for 
this  position  shall  be  “laymen  learned  in  the  law.” 

REGISTRAR  OF  THE  DIOCESE— The  Reverend  Canon  William 
J.  Cordick  was  nominated  by  Father  Ingersoll  and  upon  motion  the 
nominations  were  declared  to  be  closed  and  the  Secretary  instructed 
to  cast  a  unanimous  ballot  for  Father  Cordick  as  Registrar  of  the 
Diocese.  This  was  done  and  he  was  declared  to  be  duly  elected. 

TRUSTEES  OF  THE  DIOCESE  (One  vacancy)— The  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  nominated  Mr.  Charles  M.  Richardson  for  a  term  of  three 
years  to  succeed  himself  (term  to  expire  in  194  4).  The  nomination 
of  Mr.  Richardson  was  confirmed  by  the  Council  and  he  was  declared 
duly  elected. 

BOARD  OF  EXAMINING  CHAPLAINS— The  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  announced  his  nominations  to  the  Board  of  Examining  Chap¬ 
lains  as  follows:  The  Reverend  Dom  Paul  Severance,  O.S.B.,  The 
Venerable  J.  McNeal  Wheatley,  the  Very  Reverend  Russell.  R.  Inger¬ 
soll,  and  the  Reverend  Canon  William  J.  Cordick.  These  nominations 
were  confirmed  by  the  Council. 

CATHEDRAL  CHAPTER — It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
same  remain  in  office  as  of  last  year;  namely,  the  Reverend  Earl  T. 
Jennings,  the  Reverend  Lawrence  C.  Ferguson,  Major  James  H. 
Haberly,  and  Mr.  Edward  C.  Borneman.  Upon  motion,  the  Rules  of 
Order  were  suspended  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
ballot  for  the  Council;  whereupon  the  above  were  declared  to  be 
duly  elected. 
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NOMINATIONS 

STANDING  COMMITTEE — The  following-  were  nominated  from 
the  floor  of  the  Council  for  the  Standing-  Committee  of  the  Diocese, 
five  to  be  elected:  the  Reverend  Fathers  L.  C.  Ferguson,  Peter  Lang- 
endorft',  William  J.  Cordick,  J.  McNeal  Wheatley,  Richard  D.  Taylor, 
Gerald  H.  Lewis,  Virgil  P.  Stewart,  George  J.  Childs,  J.  E.  Foster, 
and  William  A.  Driver.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  nominations 
be  closed.  Motion  carried.  The  Bishop  advised  the  Council  that 
Father  Stewart’s  name,  by  his  own  request,  was  to  be  withdrawn 
from  any  nominations  at  this  council,  due  to  the  imminent  possibility 
of  his  appointment  as  Chaplain  in  the  U.  S.  Navy. 

PROVINCIAL  SYNOD — Clerical  Deputies:  The  following  were 
nominated  from  the  floor  of  the  Council  to  act  as  Clerical  Deputies 
to  the  Provincial  Synod  in  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  October  8th  and

J.  Murphy,  Peter  Langendorff,  Sydney  Hugh  Brice  Croft,  Richard  D. 
Taylor,  William  A.  Driver,  Harold  G.  Kappes,  Gerald  H.  Lewis,  and 
Russell  R.  Ingersoll.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  nominations 
be  closed.  Motion  carried. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  all  those  named  be  nominated 
as  Clerical  Deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod,  and  that  all  those  not 
elected  be  automatically  nominated  as  Alternate  Deputies,  subject  to 
election.  Motion  carried.

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  nomin¬ 
ations  be  closed.  Motion  carried. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  all  those  named  be  nominated 
as  Lay  Deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod,  and  that  all  those  not 
elected  be  automatically  nominated  as  Alternate  Lay  Deputies,  subject 
to  election. 

BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL — (Three  priests  and  three  laymen,  to 
serve  for  a  term  of  three  years.) 

Clerical  Nominations:  The  following  were  nominated  from  the 
floor  of  the  Council  to  serve  on  the  Bishon  and  Council  (terms  expir¬

C.  Ferguson,  Leo  K.  D.  Patterson,  Gerald  H.  Lewis,  Sydney  H.  Croft, 
Peter  Langendorff,  George  J.  Childs,  and  George  G.  Shilling.  It  was 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  nominations  be  closed.  Motion  carried. 

Lay  Nominations:  The  following  were  nominated  by  the  Council 
to  serve  as  lay  members  on  the  Bishop  and  Council  (terms  expiring 
in  1944):  The  Messrs.  Seth  F.  Green,  Milton  Latta,  Andrew  Thomp¬ 
son,  E.  R.  Ong,  H.  H.  Griswold,  W.  W.  Vail,  Charles  M.  Richardson, 
and  Robert  Gammack.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  nomin¬ 
ations  be  closed.  Motion  carried. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  have  the  ballots  prepared  by  the 
printer  during  the  lunch  period;  and  the  Council  was  informed  that 
the  Rules  of  Order  provided  that  the  elections  take  place  at  2:0  0 
p.m.,  immediately  after  the  luncheon. 
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STANDING  COMMITTEES 
Appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 

The  Bishop  then  announced  his  appointments  of  persons  to  serve 
on  those  Standing  Committees  of  the  Diocese  which  are  to  report  to 
the  Council  of  19  42.  (For  the  list  of  the  Standing  Committees,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  members  of  the  same,  see  page  7.) 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMORIALS— The  Reverend  Canon  William 
J.  Cordick  and  Mr.  Robert  Gammack  were  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
to  serve  on  this  committee. 

THE  REPORTS  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEES 
AND  THE  DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 

No  report  was  made  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Admis¬ 
sion  of  New  Parishes. 

The  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese,  the  Venerable  J.  McNeal  Wheat- 
ley,  had  no  report  to  submit. 

The  attention  of  the  Council  was  called  to  the  fact  that  a  number 
of  the  departmental  reports  had  been  already  printed  and  distributed 
to  the  members  of  the  Council,  in  order  to  expedite  the  business  of 
the  day  and  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  a  closer  study  of  the  work 
of  the  departments. 

The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  Reverend  Virgil  P.  Stewart,  Secretary,  and  upon  motion, 
seconded  and  carried,  was  accepted.  (See  page  31.) 

The  Report  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  was  presented  by  the 
Very  Reverend  Russell  R.  Ingersoll,  Secretary,  and  upon  motion, 
seconded  and  carried,  was  accepted.  (See  page  31.) 

A  partial  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  presented  by 
Major  James  H.  Haberly,  acting  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  in 
the  absence  of  Mr.  Seth  F.  Green.  (See  page  4  7.)  The  balance  of 
the  report,  consisting  of  the  Budget,  was  to  be  taken  up  during  the 
afternoon  session  of  the  Council.  The  motion  to  accept  the  Report 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  made  by  the  Reverend  J.  E. 
Foster,  who  presented  the  following  Resolution: 

"I  move  the  acceptance  of  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  and  feel  that  there  should  be  an  expression  of  appreciation 
from  this  household  for  the  clear  and  complete  way  in  which  Mr. 
Haberly  presents  his  reports.  His  reports  are  superior  in  style  and 
thoroughness  to  those  presented  in  many  of  the  other  dioceses.” 

Father  Foster  then  asked  the  Treasurer  if  it  might  not  be  pos¬ 
sible  to  eliminate  the  Diocesan  Offering  taken  up  in  Advent  of  each 
year.  He  pointed  out  that  this  offering  was  originally  started  as  an 
emergency  move  during  the  days  of  depression  in  order  to  pay  for 
the  cost  of  the  Diocesan  Journal.  Major  Haberly  replied  that  the 
Diocese  is  now  out  of  debt,  it  is  true,  but  this  year  the  proceeds  of 
that  offering  are  needed  to  pay  for  immediate  repairs  to  the  roof  on 
the  Bishop’s  House,  and  that  these  repairs  would  not  only  consume 
the  balance  in  the  escrow  account,  but  would  have  to  be  supplemented 
by  the  proceeds  of  the  19  41  Advent  Offering. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds  of  the  Diocese 
was  submitted  by  Mr.  Fred  N.  Smith  (See  page  51.),  and  upon  mo¬ 
tion,  seconded  and  carried,  was  accepted.  The  following  telegram 
from  the  Presiding  Bishop  was  read  to  the  Council  by  Bishop  Gray: 
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The  Rt.  Rev.  Campbell  Gray, 

St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral,  Mishawaka,  Indiana. 

National  Council  has  just  voted  to  include  three  hundred  thous¬ 
and  dollars  in  nineteen  forty-two  budget  for  war  stricken  British 
Mission.  This  is  same  amount  raised  this  year  through  immedi¬ 
ate  response  of  Church.  Could  your  Diocese  accept  apportion¬ 
ment  for  next  year  of  three  thousand  two  hundred  which  would 
include  its  share  of  aid  to  beleaguered  Mother  Church?  Will 
appreciate  your  informing  your  Diocesan  Convention. 

H.  St.  George  Tucker,  Presiding  Bishop 

In  commenting  upon  this  telegram,  the  Bishop  pointed  out  that 
in  19  41  we  promised  $25  00.00  to  the  National  Council  and  also  met 
their  appeal  for  funds  to  go  to  the  aid  of  Missions  of  the  Anglican 
Communion  affected  by  the  war.  He  summarized  the  giving  of  this 
Diocese  for  the  above  as  follows:

Total _ $3122.00 


Since  the  Diocese  sent  $3,122.00  to  the  National  Council  in 
1941,  and  the  Presiding  Bishop  asks  of  the  Diocese  $3200.00  in  1942, 
it  appeared  to  Bishop  Gray  that  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
could  reasonably  assure  the  Presiding  Bishop  that  his  request  would 
be  met. 

The  above  telegram  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  upon 
motion  of  Father  Foster,  with  instructions  that  they  report  back  to 
the  Diocesan  Council  at  the  afternoon  session  when  the  budget  for 
19  4  2  was  scheduled  to  be  considered. 

Father  Croft  reminded  the  Council  that  the  noon  hour  was  ap¬ 
proaching  and  asked  for  noon-day  intercessions. 

The  Report  of  the  Department  of  Missions  was  presented  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Department  and  upon  motion,  seconded  and  carried, 
was  accepted.  (See  page  3  3.) 

The  Report  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  Father  Wheatley,  chairman,  and  upon  motion,  seconded  and 
carried,  was  accepted.  (See  page  3  3.) 

The  Report  of  the  U.T.O.  Missionary  and  Advisor  in  Christian 
Education  was  presented  as  a  sub-report  of  the  Department  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Education  by  Father  Wheatley,  acting  for  Miss  Marie  Turley, 
and  upon  motion,  seconded  and  carried,  was  accepted.  (See  page  3  4.) 

The  Report  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  was 
submitted  by  the  chairman,  Father  Kappes,  and  upon  motion,  seconded 
and  carried,  was  accepted.  (See  page  3  6.) 

The  Report  of  the  Field  Department  was  presented  by  the  Rev¬ 
erend  William  A.  Driver,  chairman  (See  page  37),  together  with  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Aid  to  British  Missions  (See  page  38), 
and  upon  motion,  seconded  and  carried,  were  accepted. 

The  Report  of  the  Department  of  Publicity  was  presented  by  the 
chairman,  Father  Stewart,  and  upon  motion,  seconded  and  carried, 
was  accepted.  (See  page  3  8.) 

Ti^ere  was  no  Report  submitted  by  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Canons. 

The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
was  submitted  by  the  Venerable  J.  McNeal  Wheatley,  chairman,  who 
requested  that  his  report  be  received  by  the  Council  but  not  accepted 
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for  publication.  He  called  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact 
that  his  figures  would  indicate  a  tremendous  shrinkage,  but  explained 
that  “the  condition  of  the  Parochial  Reports  is  desperate  and  most 
unsatisfactory.”  Bishop  Gray  again  reminded  the  Council  of  the 
difficulty  he  encounters  each  year  in  receiving  the  Parochial  reports 
on  time  from  the  parish  clergy  and  treasurers.  He  further  noted 
that  these  Parochial  reports  invariably  are  full  of  mistakes,  but  that 
the  clergy  are  so  negligent  in  returning  them  on  time  that  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  is  not  permitted  sufficient  time  to 
correct  these  errors.  Father  Wheatley  suggested  that  his  report  be 
turned  over  to  a  special  committee  which  would  endeavor  to  look  for 
the  cause  of  the  shrinkage.  Father  Foster  moved  that  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  be  received  by  the 
Council  and  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  for  adjustment, 
and  that  if  he  cannot  correct  the  errors,  the  report  is  not  to  be  pub¬ 
lished.  in  the  Journal.  Father  Foster’s  motion  was  carried  and  the 
Secretary  so  instructed. 

The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension 
Fund  was  presented  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Johnson,  chairman,  and  upon  mo¬ 
tion,  seconded  and  carried,  was  accepted.  (See  page  3  8.)  The  Chair 
expressed  appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which  Mr.  Johnson  has  hand¬ 
led  the  work  of  his  Committee  on  Clergy  Pensions  and  both  gentlemen 
were  gratified  to  announce  to  the  Council  that  all  assessments  due  in 
the  Diocese  for  the  year  1940  have  been  fully  paid. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  was  presented 
by  the  chairman,  Father  Severance,  and  upon  motion,  seconded  and 
carried,  was  accepted.  (See  page  3  9.) 

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  was  presented  and 
the  question  raised  by  a  lay  delegate  from  Gethsemane  Church.  Mar¬ 
ion,  as  to  whether  or  not  the  report  is  regularly  audited.  The  Bishop 
replied,  in  the  affirmative,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Trus¬ 
tees  of  the  Diocese  have  a  trust  arrangement  with  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Mishawaka.  Father  Foster  moved  the  acceptance  of  the 
Report  of  the  Trustees,  which  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 
(See  page  4  0.) 

No  report  was  presented  by  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese. 

Upon  motion,  the  Council  adjourned  for  luncheon  at  12:30,  with 
instructions  to  return  at  1:30  o’clock.  The  luncheon  was  held  in  the 
Guild  Room  of  the  Pro-Cathedral.  During  lunch  the  Bishop  announced 
that  the  offering  taken  at  the  morning  service  amounted  to  $21.35 
and  would  be  added  to  funds  being  raised  to  aid  several  young  men 
in  the  Diocese  who  are  preparing  themselves  to  study  for  the  sacred 
ministry.  Invitations  were  received  from  St.  Thomas’  Church,  Ply¬ 
mouth,  Gethsemane  Church;.  Marion,  and  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Howe, 
for  the  Forty-fourth  Annual  Council  in  1942.  Following  luncheon 
the  Diocesan  Council  gathered  in  the  park  for  a  Council  picture. 


Following  the  luncheon,  Diocesan  Council  reconvened  at  the  Pro- 
Cathedral  at  1:3  0  o’clock  for  the  afternoon  session.  Tellers  were  ap¬ 
pointed  in  connection  with  the  balloting  as  follows: 

TELLERS:  Bishop  and  Council:  Clerical — The  Reverend  George 
G.  Shilling  and  the  Reverend  Clarence  C.  Reimer.  Laymen — Mr.  Ro¬ 
bert  Gammack  and  Mr.  E.  Spencer  Walton. 

Standing  Committee:  Mr.  Frank  H.  Whitmore  and  Mr.  C.  M. 
Frederick. 

Provincial  Synod:  Clerical — Mr.  E.  C.  Borneman  and  Mr.  Milton 
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Latta.  Laymen — The  Rev.  Sydney  H.  B.  Croft  and  the  Rev.  Richard 
D.  Taylor. 

Chancellor:  The  Rev.  Peter  Langendorff  and  Major  Frank  M. 
Little. 

The  Bishop  called  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  arrival  of 
the  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Walworth  Tyng  in  the  Diocese  and  asked  the 
cooperation  of  the  clergy  in  arranging  opportunities  for  them  to 
address  the  various  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese.  Father 
Driver,  as  chairman  of  the  Field  Department,  is  in  charge  of  their 
itinerary. 

The  Reverend  Sydney  H.  B.  Croft  urged  that  beginning  in  194  2 
the  Diocesan  Council  meet  on  a  Saturday,  pointing  out  the  objections 
to  be  raised  in  connection  with  mid-week  sessions  of  the  Council. 
It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Creighton  Williams  of  Fort  Wayne  that  here¬ 
after  the  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  should 
be  held  on  a  Saturday  in  May  not  too  close  to  the  first  of  the  month. 
Father  Childs  pleaded  against  this  motion,  pointing  out  the  diffi¬ 
culties  involved  in  trying  to  assemble  business  men  on  Saturdays. 
The  Chair  called  for  a  vote  on  this  question  and  the  Council  voted 
that  a  Saturday  would  not  be  a  good  day  upon  which  to  hold  the 
Annual  Council.  Father  Croft  was  not  present  during  the  discussion 
of  this  question,  and  upon  his  return  he  asked  for  a  reconsideration 
of  the  question  in  order  that  a  standing  vote  might  be  taken.  His 
motion  for  reconsideration  was  overwhelmingly  lost. 

Father  Langendorff  moved  that  the  Council  send  an  expression 
of  appreciation  to  the  ladies  of  the  Pro-Cathedral  Parish  for  the 
luncheon. 

The  Bishop  reported  that  he  had  received  a  letter  of  commen¬ 
dation  from  the  National  Council  for  the  overpayment  of  the  Diocese 
on  its  pledged  expectancy  in  19  40.  He  also  reported  that  he  had 
received  a  letter  of  commendation  from  the  same  source  on  the  man¬ 
ner  in  which  the  funds  of  this  Diocese  are  handled,  and  further  point¬ 
ed  out  that  the  Trustees  and  Treasurers  of  the  Diocese  have  long 
since  inaugurated  the  same  system  that  the  National  Council  now 
recommends  for  the  protection  of  Church  finances. 

Certain  alterations  in  the  Constitution  of  the  National  Church 
which  were  proposed  at  the  General  Convention  of  1940  were  sum¬ 
marized  briefly  by  the  Bishop  and  these  changes  were  referred  by 
him  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  with  instructions 
that  they  report  back  to  the  Forty-fourth  Annual  Council  in  1942, 
submitting  at  that  time  a  digest  of  these  proposed  alterations. 

Father  Driver  requested  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  in¬ 
clude  the  street  addresses  of  each  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese 
in  the  Parochial  Directory  of  the  Diocesan  Journal  hereafter. 

The  Committee  on  Memorials  presented  its  report  through  Mr. 
Robert  Gammack,  and  upon  motion,  seconded  and  carried,  the  Report 
was  accepted.  (See  page  3  9.) 

The  Council  considered  the  invitations  extended  by  three  of  the 
parishes  of  the  Diocese  for  the  Forty-fourth  Annual  Council  and  it 
was  moved  by  Father  Childs  that  the  invitation  of  St.  Thomas’  Church, 
Plymouth,  for  Wednesday,  May  6,  19  4  2,  be  accepted.  The  motion 
was  carried. 

The  Finance  Committee,  through  the  acting  chairman,  Major 
Haberly,  presented  the  balance  of  their  report,  which  had  to  do  with 
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the  budget  items  for  194  2.  Major  Haberly  made  a  recapitulation  of 
the  expenditures  of  the  Diocese  in  relation  to  the  budget  allowances 
for  the  year  194  0  and  pointed  out  that  in  1941  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  had  pared  down  the  budget  operating  expenses  of  the  Dio¬ 
cese  to  meet  the  income.  At  the  request  of  the  Council,  each  section 
of  the  budget  was  presented  and  considered  separately  and  Father 
Driver  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Diocesan  Expense  Budget  as  pre¬ 
sented.  The  motion  was  carried. 

Major  Haberly  then  presented  the  Budget  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council,  recommending  that  the  additional  funds  requested  by  the 
Presiding  Bishop’s  telegram  be  included  in  the  1942  budget.  He 
asked  whether  or  not  the  additional  amount  should  be  appendixed  to 
the  total  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  or  whether  it  should  be  kept 
separate.  The  Bishop  referred  to  the  discussion  that  ensued  that 
morning.  Major  Haberly  pointed  out  that  the  Bishop  and  Council 
has  a,  right  to  revise  the  budget  and  asked  why  this  request  from  the 
Presiding  Bishop  and  the  National  Council  could  not  be  worked  out 
independently  outside  this  meeting.  Father  Childs  contended  that 
it  would  be  a  mistake  to  include  an  appeal  for  the  Relief  of  Missions 
of  the  Anglican  Communion  at  the  time  of  the  fall  Every  Member 
Canvass. 

In  respect  to  the  missionary  giving  in  any  Diocese,  the  Council 
was  advised  that  such  giving  is  not  a  tax  or  an  assessment,  similar 
to  the  Diocesan  assessment,  but  rather  the  missionary  budget  is  raised 
by  asking  the  laity  to  support  the  missionary  work  of  the  Church. 
The  presiding  Bishop  asks  that  we  include  this  extra  $700.00  as  a 
part  of  our  Canvass  goal  in  the  fall.  Father  LangendorfF  moved  that 
we  accept  the  Presiding  Bishop’s  request  as  our  goal  for  the  fall 
canvass  and  further,  that  we  notify  the  National  Council  of  our  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  this  goal,  at  the  same  time  advising  them  that  we  will 
report  back  to  them  in  January  of  19  42  the  results  of  our  canvass. 

In  considering  the  departmental  budgets,  Father  Driver  asked 
what  might  be  expected  in  view  of  Father  Stewart’s  resignation  as 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Publicity  and  whether  or  not  pro¬ 
vision  was  being  made  for  a  future  publication  of  ‘‘The  Pastoral  Staff.” 
The  Chair  replied  that  the  new  department  head  would  be  elected 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council,  May  21,  and  at  that 
time  a  new  chairman  would  be  chosen  to  succeed  Father  Stewart  and 
that  provisions  would  be  made  for  the  future  editions  of  the  diocesan 
paper. 

Major  Haberly  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Budget  of  the  Bishop 
and  Council  for  1942,  which  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  (See 
page  55.) 

Father  Driver  followed  the  adoption  of  the  budget  with  an  im¬ 
passioned  plea  for  the  prosecution  of  the  missionary  work  of  the 
Diocese,  dwelling  at  length  on  the  proposed  item  of  $3000.00  for 
needed  missionary  clergy.  He  said,  “Whenever  we  look  at  the  situ¬ 
ation  in  the  Diocese  as  a  whole,  the  thing  that  hurts  all  of  us  is  the 
fact  that  a  great  number  of  the  counties  in  this  Diocese  have  not 
been  touched  by  the  Church  and  that  the  people  are  not  being  prop¬ 
erly  shepherded.  We  are  all  concerned  about  this.  We  hear  criticism 
from  time  to  time  of  the  fact  that  we  don’t  make  more  progress  in 
the  establishment  of  missions  in  this  place  and  that.  The  Bishop 
every  year  since  he  has  been  in  the  Diocese  has  held  forth  hope  of 
progress  in  the  mission  field.  Year  after  year  we  include  an  item 
of  $3000.00  in  the  budget  which  we  adopt  in  May.  By  the  time  of 
the  Every  Member  Canvass  in  the  late  fall  we  are  singing  another 
song.  Three  thousand  dollars  would  mean  that  the  Bishop  could  put 
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in  a  very  able  man  to  prosecute  the  missionary  work  in  this  Dio¬ 
cese.  but  no  amount  of  wishing  is  going  to  make  this  thing  a  reality 
unless  we  have  a  man  to  put  into  the  field.  You  have  just  voted 
to  accept  the  budget  of  the  Department  of  Missions.  Your  vote 
now  doesn’t  mean  a  thing.  The  voting  that  counts  is  the  vote 
that  you  cast  next  fall  at  the  time  of  the  Every  Member  Canvass. 
I  am  reluctant,  extremely  reluctant,  to  see  an  item  for  advance  work 
go  into  the  budget  year  after  year  in  May  and  then  to  have  it  taken 
out  in  the  fall  as  a  result  of  the  failure  of  our  parishes  and  missions 
to  raise  an  adequate  fund  for  the  prosecution  of  the  missionary  work 
of  this  Diocese.” 


ELECTION  RETURNS 


The  Report  of  the  Tellers  was  then  made,  with  the  following 
results:  (fifty  ballots  cast,  making  twenty-six  necessary  to  election). 


ELECTED  TO  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL  (For  a  term  of 
three  years,  expiring  in  1944) — The  Reverend  Lawrence  C.  Ferguson, 
the  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff,  Mr.  Seth  F.  Green,  and  Mr.  Milton 
Latta.  On  the  second  ballot  there  was  no  election  and  on  the  third 
ballot  Father  Ferguson  moved  that  the  Rev.  Leo  K.  D.  Patterson  be 
elected  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Council.  Motion  carried.  Father 
Patterson  was  declared  elected.  Similarly,  there  being  no  election  on 
the  second  ballot,  Major  Haberly  moved,  after  the  third  ballot,  that 
Mr.  William  W.  Vail  be  elected  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Council. 
Motion  carried.  Mr.  Vail  was  declared  elected. 


ELECTED  TO  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE— The  Reverend 
Fathers  Lawrence  C.  Ferguson,  J.  McNeal  Wheatley,  Peter  Langen¬ 
dorff,  William  A.  Driver,  and  George  J.  Childs. 


ELECTED  AS  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  PROVINCIAL  SYNOD— 
The  Reverend  Fathers  Robert  J.  Murphy,  Russell  R.  Ingersoll,  Wil¬ 
liam  A.  Driver,  and  Richard  D.  Taylor  were  declared  to  be  elected  as 
the  Clerical  Deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod  on  the  first  ballot  and 
Major  James  H.  Haberly,  Mr.  Milton  Latta,  and  Major  Frank  M. 
Little  declared  to  be  elected  as  the  Lay  Deputies. 

With  these  elections  accomplished,  the  following  were  declared 
as  the  Alternate  Clerical  Deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod:  The  Rev¬ 
erend  Fathers  Harold  G.  Kappes,  Peter  Langendorff,  Sydney  H.  B. 
Croft,  and  Gerald  H.  Lewis.  There  was  no  election  on  the  second, 
third,  and  fourth  ballots.  After  the  fourth  ballot,  Father  Driver 
moved,  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  Mr.  Frank  H.  Whitmore  be 
elected  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Council  as  the  fourth  Lay  Depu¬ 
ty  to  the  Provincial  Synod.  The  motion  was  carried  and  Mr.  Whit¬ 
more  was  declared  so  elected.  Mr.  William  W.  Vail,  Mr.  E.  Spencer 
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Walton,  Mr.  George  J.  Derbyshire,  and  Dr.  E.  L.  Schaible  were  de¬ 
clared  to  be  elected  as  the  Alternate  Lay  Deputies  to  the  Provincial 
Synod. 


ELECTED  AS  CHANCELLOR  OF  THE  DIOCESE— The  Honor¬ 
able  Gilbert  A.  Elliott  was  elected  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 

The  elections  having  been  completed  and  there  being  no  further 
business  before  the  Council,  the  Chair  instructed  the  Secretary  to  in¬ 
form  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese  of  the  date  and  place 
of  meeting  of  the  Forty-Fourth  Annual  Council  in  due  time,  and  then 
entertained  a  motion  for  adjournment. 

After  singing  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis,  and  receiving  the  Benediction 
of  the  Bishop,  the  Council  was  declared  to  be  duly  adjourned  at  3:30 
p.m.

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For  since  by  man  came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrection 
of  the  dead.  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be 
made  alive. 

In  the  midst  of  destruction  and  death,  we  are  come  together,  in 
council  assembled,  to  bear  our  corporate  witness  to  the  resurrection 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  first  to  the  glory  of  God  and  secondly  that 
we  may  give  ourselves  to  the  proclaiming  of  His  life-giving  salvation 
to  men.  Whatever  we  may  do  here  today  to  provide  for  the  material 
needs  of  the  Church  or  to  legislate  for  the  better  carrying  out  of  her 
purpose,  let  us  never  for  one  moment  lose  sight  of  the  one  great  fact 
that,  in  the  midst  of  a  disrupted  and  distraught  world,  we  are  here 
all  of  us — Bishop,  Priests  and  Laymen  alike — with  a  united  determ¬ 
ination  and  a  unified  intention  to  give  praise  to  God  Almighty,  to 
express  our  faith  and  confidence  in  Him  and  with  penitent  and  con¬ 
trite  hearts,  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  His  Son  our  Lord.  The  world  is 
suffering  today  because  of  the  loss  of  the  freshness  of  the  Good  News 
of  a  loving  Saviour  and  most  merciful  Redeemer.  In  the  revolt  from 
erratic  sensational  evangelism,  the  pendulum  has  swung  too  far  and 
men  have  become  ashamed  to  show  any  devotion  to  Jesus  Christ,  with 
the  resultant  loss  of  zeal  and  enthusiasm  for  our  Holy  Religion.  The 
Sacred  Scriptures  have  been  torn  to  shreds,  by  that  which  up  to  re¬ 
cently  has  been  considered  the  higher  learning  and  superior  intellect¬ 
uality  of  the  continent  of  Europe.  The  Evangelical  school  of  thought, 
whether  it  be  in  our  own  Church  or  in  Christendom  at  large,  has  gone, 
or  virtually  gone.  In  the  adjustment  we  have  on  the  one  hand  an 
overemphasis  upon  authoritative  religion  as  the  only  source  of  spir¬ 
itual  knowledge  and  on  the  other  hand  a  liberalism  which  vaguely 
spends  itself  on  efforts  at  social  and  economic  betterment,  without 
the  power  of  a  certain  faith  in  God,  Who,  alone  is  able  to  over-rule 
all  human  weaknesses  and  failures  for  good. 
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THE  PRESIDING  BISHOP’S  CALL 
Forward  in  Service 

In  the  midst  of  this  turmoil  our  Presiding  Bishop  calls  us;  first, 
the  Bishops,  whom  he  gathered  together  in  groups  last  fall,  then  the 
parochial  clergy,  whom  he  reached  through  their  respective  Bishops 
the  first  of  the  year.  This  was  followed  by  the  appeal  to  the  clergy 
to  train  the  proverbial  “faithful  few”  during  Lent.  Now  during 
Eastertide  there  is  to  be  in  each  parish  and  mission  a  house-to-house 
visitation  of  every  Church  family,  that  each  and  every  member  of  the 
Church  may  be  urged  to  answer  the  roll  call  of  “Forward  in  Service” 
— service  to  God  and  service  to  the  world.  The  plan  that  will  evolve 
for  service  next  year  will  depend  largely  upon  how  we  respond  to 
this  Eastertide  call. 

The  strengthening  and  deepening  of  personal  religion  must  be  the 
primary  purpose  of  this  spiritual  revival.  From  every  group  through¬ 
out  the  country  that  has  met  together,  the  knowledge  of  which  has 
come  to  my  attention,  there  has  come  the  suggestion  of  a  “Rule  of 
Life”  for  each  individual  member  of  the  Church.  This  Rule  of  Life 
will,  of  course,  vary  with  each  person,  but  should  include  quite  defin¬ 
itely  some  time  each  dav  for  prayer,  intercession,  meditation,  and 
contemplation.  The  best  time  for  this  is  in  the  early  hours  of  the 
morning,  if  it  can  be  fitted  into  one’s  day.  In  order  that  all  may  be 
intelligent  Churchmen  and  able  to  give  a  reason  for  the  faith  that  is 
in  us,  there  should  be  some  time  for  study  and  reading.  Any  rule 
ought  to  include  regularity  of  worship  and  the  receiving  of  sacra¬ 
mental  grace.  The  Christian  duty  as  outlined  on  Page  291  of  the 
Prayer  Book  has  been  quite  generally  suggested  as  a  good  basis  upon 
which  each  individual  member  of  the  Church  mav  build  his  rule  of  life. 
“My  bounden  duty  is  to  follow  Christ,  to  worship  God  every  Sunday 
in  His  Church;  and  to  work  and  pray  and  give  for  the  spread  of  His 
Kingdom.” 

However,  while  the  deepening  and  strengthening  of  our  personal 
religion  is  the  first  step,  it  is  only  just  the  beginning.  Its  purpose 
must  be  that  we  may  become  fit  and  strong  to  spread  the  kingdom, 
close  at  hand  in  our  midst  and  far  and  wide  through  out  the  world, 
and  also  that  we  may  do  our  share  to  bring  justice  and  peace.  Our 
liturgical  worship,  our  emphasis  upon  the  need  of  sacramental  grace, 
our  faith  in  the  creeds  and  tradition  of  Holy  Church,  all  conserved 
for  us  by  the  apostolic  ministry  ordained  by  Christ  Himself,  must  go 
hand  in  hand  with  the  converting  and  convincing  power  of  the  Good 
News;  that  we  may  praise  God,  not  only  with  our  lips,  but  in  our 
lives,  by  giving  up  ourselves  to  His  service,  and  by  walking  before 
Him  in  holiness  and  righteousness  all  our  days,  and  that  we  may  lead 
others  so  to  do.  We  must  ever  bear  in  mind  that  the  mystical  lite 
which  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God  must  ever  be  built  upon  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

The  New  Testament  is  full  of  references  to  the  fact  that  Chris¬ 
tians  must  be  witnesses  of  the  Resurrection  and  indeed  the  first  va¬ 
cancy  among  the  Apostles  was  filled  by  St.  Matthias,  who  was  elected 
because  he  had  that  qualification.  We  are  told  in  Holy  Writ  that 
there  is  no  other  name  under  heaven  by  which  man  can  be  saved 
than  that  of  Jesus,  Who  was  born  and  died  and  rose  again,  and  St. 
Paul,  in  his  missionary  work  throughout  the  world,  says,  “I  am  de¬ 
termined  not  to  know  anything  among  you,  save  Jesus  Christ  and 
Him  crucified.”  May  the  peace  of  Eastertide  rest  upon  us  and  may 
we  all  go  forth  from  this  altar  today  with  strength  to  become  fearless 
witnesses  of  the  Resurrection  of  Him  whose  Kingdom  we  earnestly 
desire  to  see  established  upon  the  earth. 
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Since  the  meeting  of  the  last  Council  our  Heavenly  Father  has 
taken  unto  Himself  the  soul  of  George  Craig  Stewart,  Doctor  and 
Bishop  of  Chicago,  who  died  on  Ascension  Day,  1940.  Bishop  Stewart 
is  a  great  loss  to  the  Church  and  we  especially  feel  that  loss  here  in 
the  Province  of  the  Mid-west.  He  was  a  great  champion  of  the 
Faith  and  his  works  do  follow  him. 

The  Reverend  Walter  J.  Lockton,  devoted  priest,  preacher  of  the 
Gospel,  and  loving  pastor,  who  was  for  many  years  rector  of  St. 
John’s,  Elkhart,  and  prominent  in  all  the  phases  of  work  in  the  Dio¬ 
cese,  has  departed  this  life.  We  are  sure  that  his  intercessions  still 
rise  for  us  before  the  Throne  of  Grace  and  we  pray  for  him  increasing- 
light  and  peace. 

Howe  Military  School  has  been  thrice  bereaved  during  this  past 
conciliar  year.  Edmund  Scudder  Jamieson,  for  many  years  the  Head¬ 
master  of  the  School,  was  called  to  his  reward  and  his  place  will 
indeed  be  difficult  to  fill. 

Frank  Chase  Wade,  M.D.,  after  long  service  in  looking  after  the 
health  of  the  cadets,  to  whom  he  endeared  himself  in  many  ways, 
entered  into  the  Church  Expectant. 

Also  on  the  campus  we  miss  the  presence  of  Katherine  Young 
Bouton,  the  beloved  wife  of  our  Superintendent.  She  was  a  rare 
combination  of  strength  of  character  with  a  quiet,  calm  influence  for 
peace  and  harmony. 

St.  Alban’s,  Indiana  Harbor,  has  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the 
death  of  Hugh  Brown,  Senior  Warden. 

If  besides  these  persons  mentioned  there  are  any  other  departed 
souls  whom  we  should  commemorate,  will  you  please  give  their  names 
to  the  Committee  on  Memorials.  We  will  include  them  in  our  inten¬ 
tion  as  we  now  offer  our  prayers  to  Almighty  God  for  these  faithful 
souls  who  have  gone  on  before  us.

Little  and  on  the  same  day  transferred  him  to  the  Diocese  of  Wy¬ 
oming. 

On  January  9,  1941,  I  transferred  the  Rev.  Kenneth  O.  Crosby, 
S.T.D.,  priest,  to  the  Diocese  of  Chicago. 

The  Rev.  Harvey  Livermore  Woolverton,  having  resigned  as 
rector  of  St.  James’,  Goshen,  and  priest-in-charge  of  St.  John’s,  Bris¬ 
tol,  and  of  Trinity,  Kendallville,  was  transferred  on  February  13, 
1941,  to  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

The  Rev.  Clarence  Charles  Reimer  has  accepted  the  call  of  the 
vestry  of  Trinity,  Logansport,  and  has  been  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
priest-in-charge  of  Christ  Church,  Huntington.  He  has  been  duly 
transferred  from  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Michigan  and  is  in  residence 
at  Logansport.  Father  Reimer  is  giving  himself  diligently  to  a 
difficult  task  and  we  ask  God’s  blessing  upon  him. 

The  Rev.  Leo  Kenneth  Douglas  Patterson,  who  has  been  canon¬ 
ically  resident  in  this  Diocese  for  some  two  years  or  more,  has  ac¬ 
cepted.  the  call  of  the  vestry  of  St.  James’,  Goshen,  and  has  been 
placed  by  the  Bishop  as  priest-in-charge  of  St.  John’s,  Bristol,  and 
Trinity,  Kendallville,  and  is  in  residence  at  Goshen.  There  is  in 
this  field  a  real  missionary  challenge  to  which  Father  Patterson  is 
responding  and  for  which  we  ask  the  strengthening  power  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  that  he  may  carry  it  out. 

The  Rev.  George  Gladstone  Shilling  has  accepted  the  call  of  the 
vestry  of  St.  Thomas’,  Plymouth,  has  been  duly  transferred  from  the 
Diocese  of  Milwaukee,  and  is  in  residence  at  Plvmouth.  Father  Shill¬ 
ing  gives  promise  of  building  strongly  upon  the  foundations  so  well 
laid  by  his  predecessor,  Father  Roland. 

The  Rev.  Edward  L.  Roland,  who  resigned  St.  Thomas’,  Plymouth, 
remains  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  He 
has  made  his  place  in  our  diocesan  family  and  we  pray  that  he  will 
long  remain  among  us. 

The  Rev.  Francis  Hilary  Bacon,  O.S.B.,  who  for  some  two  years 
or  more  has  been  doing  an  excellent  piece  of  missionary  work  at  St. 
Augustine’s,  Gary,  and  St.  Stephen’s,  Hobart,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Rev.  Paul  Severance,  O.S.B.,  but  who  retained  his  canonical  resi¬ 
dence  in  the  Diocese  of  Fond  du  Lac,  has  now  been  transferred  from 
that  diocese  to  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

We  wish  Godspeed  to  the  clergy  who  have  gone  out  from  us  and 
we  extend  a  hearty  welcome  to  those  who  have  been  received  among 
us  that  we  may  pray  together  and  work  together  for  the  spread  of 
the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
respectfully  presents  its  report  to  the  Diocesan  Council  assembled. 

June  6,  19  4  0.  Meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  at  St.  James 
Church,  South  Bend,  Indiana,  at  which  were  present  the  Rev.  Frs. 
Ferguson,  Langendorff,  Childs,  and  Stewart.  Mr.  Thomas  Little, 
having  met  all  their  requirements,  was  recommended  for  ordination 
to  the  Diaconate. 

November  18,  19  4  0.  Meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  at  St. 
James  Church,  South  Bend,  Indiana,  gave  consent  that  Gethsemane 
Parish,  Marion,  might  sell  the  old  Rectory. 

March  24,  19  41.  Meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  at  St. 
James  Church,  South  Bend,  Indiana,  at  which  were  present  the  Rev. 
Frs.  Ferguson,  Langendorff,  Childs,  and  Stewart.  Also  Bishop  Gray. 
The  Bishop  of  Northern  Indiana  was  advised  that  Frank  Kelso,  Dea¬ 
con,  be  deposed  at  his  own  request  in  accordance  with  his  letter  to 
the  Bishop  which  was  duly  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on 
March  6,  19  41. 

In  accordance  with  a  rule  made  by  the  Standing  Committee,  con¬ 
sents  to  elections  of  Bishops  during  19  40  were  given  by  mail,  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  Standing  Committee  in  each  case  signing  the  required 
consent.

REPORT  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 

Three  meetings  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  were  held  since  the 
4  2nd  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese,  viz.,  on  June  19,  1940,  January 
8,  1941,  and  April  22,  1941.  At  the  first  meeting,  that  of  June  19, 
19  40,  the  Bishop  and  Council  was  organized  into  departments.  In 
setting  up  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  it  was  dis¬ 
covered  that  no  appropriation  of  funds  had  been  made  for  the  work 
of  that  Department,  and  the  Bishop  and  Council  allowed  that  Depart¬ 
ment  $50.00  for  its  work.  There  was  also  a  discussion  of  the  work 
of  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  Birthday  Thank-offering,  and  the 
Church  School  Missionary  Boxes  in  the  Diocese,  the  consensus  of 
opinion  being  that  these  two  important  assignments  should  be  more 
closely  tied  up  to  the  Bishop  and  Council.  A  considerable  discussion 
ensued  over  the  difficulties  involved  in  the  present  arrangements  of 
the  Diocese  in  respect  to  its  fiscal  year  which  results  in  certain  con¬ 
fusion  over  the  preparation  of  the  budget.  All  present  were  in  agree¬ 
ment  that  a  change  should  be  made,  and  the  suggestion  was  offered 
that  the  Diocesan  Council  be  held  at  a  suitable  date  in  the  fall  of  the 
year  rather  than  in  the  spring.  It  was  further  suggested  that  the 
matter  be  thoroughly  discussed  and  proper  plans  be  made  before  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Council  so  that  the  entire  question 
might  be  placed  before  that  body  for  its  consideration.  The  Bishop 
and.  Council  also  sent  a  suitable  resolution  to  the  church  papers  and 
to  the  widow  of  the  Rev.  Walter  J.  Lockton  in  thanksgiving  for  his 
twenty-eight  years  of  leadership  and  service  in  this  diocese. 

On  January  8,  1941,  the  Bishop  and  Council  met  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  the  report  of  the  Field  Department  in  order  to  notify 
the  National  Council  of  the  Diocesan  Expenctancy  for  the  current 
year.  The  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds  reported  a  balance  on  hand 
of  $1,326.16;  and  the  Council  was  notified  that  the  Diocese  had  made 
an  overpayment  of  $29.00  on  their  pledge  to  the  National  Council  for 
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19  40.  The  attention  of  the  Council  was  called  to  the  signs  of  in¬ 
creasing  interest  in  the  missionary  work  throughout  the  diocese,  par¬ 
ticularly  among  the  smaller  parishes. 

The  chairman  of  the  Field  Department  presented  his  report, 
which  he  described  as  “accurate  and  sound”,  and  therefore  is  to  be 
considered  as  most  encouraging.  The  actual  pledged  expectancy  on 
the  date  of  this  meeting  was  $3,9  9  6.19,  with  four  parishes  still  not 
heard  from.  The  Council  moved  to  advise  the  National  Council  of  an 
increase  in  our  Expectancy  to  them. 

The  Rev.  H.  G.  Kappes  reported  that  Holy  Trinity  Hungarian 
Mission  was  in  a  position  to  relinquish  fifty  dollars  of  its  annual 
appropriations,  and  the  Bishop  and  Council  decided  that  for  their 
guidance  in  the  future  they  would  adopt  the  policy  of  accepting  only 
one-half  of  such  an  offer,  the  remaining  one-half  to  be  given  to  the 
incumbent  as  an  increase  in  salary. 

The  question  was  raised  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Bishop  and 
Council  might  appoint  a  committee  to  consider  the  ways  and  means 
of  advancing  the  salaries  of  our  own  missionary  clergy  in  this  diocese, 
so  that  their  salaries  would  be  commensurate  with  their  ability,  and 
the  increased  costs  of  living.  The  Council  was  asked  to  appoint  a  com¬ 
mittee  that  would  review  the  entire  situation  with  the  view  of  making 
recommendations  for  the  establishing  of  a  minimum  salary. 

The  Department  of  Finance  presented  a  report  submitting  the 
budget  for  the  Department  of  Missions  for  the  year  19  41  amounting 
to  $4,130.00  exclusive  of  the  grant  from  the  National  Council.  The 
budget  as  presented  was  adopted. 

The  Bishop  notified  the  Council  of  the  steps  taken  in  this  diocese 
to  consider  with  the  clergy  the  Presiding  Bishop’s  Ten  Year  Plan, 
describing  what  had  been  done  in  order  to  assure  that  the  diocese 
co-operates  fully  in  the  prosecution  of  the  Ten  Year  Plan. 

The  Council  was  requested  to  allow  certain  funds  from  the  sur¬ 
plus  in  the  treasury  toward  improvements  and  repairs  to  the  mate¬ 
rial  fabric  of  St.  Augustine’s  Mission  at  Gary,  and  All  Saint’s  Chapel 
at  Lake  Wawasee,  and  to  provide  for  the  proper  care  of  the  Rev. 
E.  E.  Smith  who  has  retired  after  many  years  of  faithful  service  to 
the  diocese  and  to  the  people  of  his  Hungarian  Mission.  The  Council 
granted  all  three  requests. 

The  chairman  of  the  Field  Department  submitted  a  report  of  the 
expenditures  of  that  Department  amounting  to  $150.0  0. 

On  April  22,  1941,  the  Bishop  and  Council  met  for  the  purpose  of 
considering  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Trea¬ 
surer  of  Missionary  Funds,  and  after  considering  the  requests  of  the 
various  departments  of  the  Bishop  and  Council,  prepared  the  Diocesan 
Expense  Budget  and  the  Department  of  Missions  Budget  for  the  year 
1942  for  presentation  to  the  4  3rd  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese. 
Considerable  satisfaction  was  shown  over  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  that  most  of  the  parishes  and  missions  completely  paid 
up  their  19  40  assessments  for  the  first  time  in  a  number  of  years. 
In  preparing  the  budget,  considerable  concern  was  shown  over  the 
fact  that  the  missionary  work  of  the  diocese  is  handicapped  by  a  lack 
of  finances,  and  the  hope  was  expressed  that  the  parishes  and  missions 
would  rise  to  the  need  of  an  increase  in  the  missionary  giving  in 
order  to  secure  additional  clergy  to  develop  the  missionary  work  in 
the  rural  and  industrial  areas.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  MISSIONS 

The  Department  of  Missions  met  in  Mishawaka  on  November  14, 
19  40.  After  considering  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Missionary 
Funds,  the  Department  moved  that  the  contribution  of  the  diocesan 
Woman’s  Auxiliary  be  added  to  the  amount  planned  to  be  sent  to  the 
National  Council  by  the  Department,  which  will  effect  an  overpay¬ 
ment  in  our  pledged  expectancy  from  this  diocese  for  19  4  0. 

The  need  of  an  additional  allowance  for  the  work  of  the  Advisor 
to  the  Department  of  Christian  Education,  Miss  Turley,  was  presented, 
as  well  as  the  need  for  an  allowance  to  cover  repairs  and  necessary 
improvements  to  the  material  fabric  of  All  Saint’s  Chapel,  Lake  Wa- 
w'asee,  and  St.  Augustine’s  Mission,  Gary.  The  Department  moved 
that  the  Bishop  be  allowed  to  draw  on  the  balance  of  the  funds  left 
over  at  the  end  of  the  year  as  necessary  for  these  purposes. 

A  discussion  ensued  over  the  work  being  done  at  St.  Alban’s,  In¬ 
diana  Harbor,  and  the  Department  moved  that  the  Bishop  and  Council 
be  recommended  to  discontinue  the  present  grant  to  Indiana  Harbor, 
this  to  take  effect  immediately  after  the  next  meeting  of  the  Bishop 
and  Council. 

The  Department’s  attention  was  called  to  an  offering  that  has 
been  made  for  some  time  by  the  mission  at  Kendallville  toward  the 
work  of  the  Benedictines  at  Valparaiso,  and  the  Treasurer  instructed 
to  credit  this  offering  toward  Kendallville  as  a  part  of  their  mission¬ 
ary  giving. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  department  on  April  22,  19  41,  the  depart¬ 
ment  was  notified  that  the  National  Council  would  not  make  any  cut 
in  the  grant  to  this  diocese  for  the  current  year.  In  accordance  with 
this  information,  the  department  presented  their  requests  to  the 
finance  committee  for  the  year  19  4  2,  asking  that  the  Diocesan  Council 
allow  sufficient  funds  to  enable  the  diocese  to  obtain  one  or  more 
missionary  priests  who  could  undertake  new  work  in  the  rural  anu 
industrial  areas.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

During  the  past  year  plans  were  made  several  times  for  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  department,  but  due  to  the  epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis 
in  the  fall  and  of  extreme  cold  weather  in  the  winter  months,  the 
plans  had  to  be  cancelled  each  time.  However,  the  work  has  continued 
and  a  foundation  for  a  program  in  the  future  has  been  made  by  the 
members  of  the  department. 

The  department  sponsored  the  Howe  Conference,  four  Vacation 
Church  Schools,  a  Diocesan  Youth  Council,  Teacher  Training  Insti¬ 
tutes,  and  a  service  for  the  presentation  of  the  children’s  Lenten 
Offering  in  each  Deanery.  The  department  has  also  helped  to  equip 
an  office  for  Miss  Turley,  the  Adviser  and  Field  Worker  in  Chris cian 
Education  for  the  Diocese. 

The  Howe  Conference  for  Leadership  Training  was  held  June  2  3 
to  2  8,  with  over  one  hundred  persons  participating  in  the  program 
for  full  or  part  time — this  was  the  largest  enrollment  in  its  history. 
The  program  offered  by  this  Conference  has  shown  its  results  in  work 
and  leadership  in  parishes  that  sent  delegates  to  the  Conference. 
We  are  happy  to  call  your  attention  to  the  program  for  Howe  Con¬ 
ference  in  19  41  and  also  to  one  of  the  goals  in  the  Presiding  Bishop’s, 
“Forward  in  Service”:  “At  least  one  person  from  each  parish  and 
mission  at  a  Summer  Conference.” 
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Miss  Charlotte  C.  Tompkins  of  the  National  Department  of 
Christian  Education,  was  in  the  Diocese  for  two  days,  at  which  time 
she  met  with  the  Chairman,  the  Adviser  and  the  parish  educational 
committee  at  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  and  gave  advice  for 
further  work  at  this  cooperating  center. 

Further  details  of  the  several  activities  which  have  been  carried 
out  by  the  department  are  included  in  Miss  Turley’s  report  to  the 
department.

REPORT  OF  THE  U.  T.  0.  MISSIONARY  AND  ADVISER  IN 
CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  TO  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
;  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 

As  a  field  worker  for  the  Department  of  Christian  Education,  it 
has  been  my  privilege  to  meet,  work  with  and  offer  help  and  encour¬ 
agement  to  a  number  of  the  Church  School  teachers  and  leaders  in 
other  organizations  of  the  church.  It  is  difficult  to  make  an  adequate 
report  of  this  type  of  work  which  can  not  be  stated  in  words,  but  it 
has  brought  about  a  closer  fellowship  and  understanding  among  the 
leaders  which  has  lead  to  a  greater  loyalty  to  the  program  and  activ¬ 
ities  of  the  whole  Diocese.  The  Howe  Conference  provided  the  op¬ 
portunity  for  many  of  these  personal  contacts  with  individuals  and 
these  contacts  have  been  followed  up  by  correspondence  and  visits  to 
the  parishes  and  missions  where  the  leaders  are  at  work.  Although 
this  is  a  work  of  a  very  personal  nature,  it  has  paved  the  way  for 
definite  progress  through  the  program  and  activities  which  will  be 
planned  and  sponsored  by  the  department  in  the  future. 

Arrangement  was  made  for  seven  Daily  Vacation  Church  Schools 
in  the  summer  of  1940,  but  due  to  the  epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis 
from  the  middle  of  July,  three  of  the  schools  were  cancelled.  Schools 
were  held  at  St.  John’s,  Bristol;  St.  Stephen’s,  Hobart;  St.  Augus¬ 
tine’s,  Gary;  and  at  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City.  In  each  of  these 
a  very  successful  program  was  carried  out  by  the  children  and  the 
teachers  in  a  two-week  school.  Definite  results  have  been  gained  in 
an  increase  in  the  enrollment  and  the  method  of  teaching  in  the 
schools  of  the  three  missions.  A  Vacation  School  held  for  two  or 
three  weeks  with  a  three-hour  session  each  day  offers  one  of  the  best 
opportunities  for  sound  and  thorough  teaching  which  we  can  make 
use  of  today.  There  is  enough  time  each  day  and  on  consecutive  days 
to  follow  through  some  theme  of  study  or  to  develop  some  project 
which  will  give  a  good  foundation  for  study,  work  and  service  in  the 
future.  Several  schools  have  been  scheduled  for  this  summer  of  19  41 
but  the  last  two  weeks  in  July  and  the  first  two  weeks  of  August 
are  still  open  or  free  for  two  additional  schools. 

The  Diocesan  Youth  Council,  held  at  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne, 
the  week-end  of  October  2  5,  2  6  and  2  7  brought  together  about  sixty 
young  people  from  eleven  parishes  and  missions.  During  the  winter 
and  spring  the  Diocesan  and  Deanery  officers  have  done  a  splendid 
work  in  carrying  out  the  plans  for  a  program  of  study  and  service 
that  was  outlined  at  the  Youth  Council.  Results  of  youth  work 
through  the  Young  Churchmen’s  organization  have  been  especially 
fine  in  the  South  Bend  Deanery.  The  future  work  among  young  peo¬ 
ple  will  depend  upon  the  faithfulness,  patience,  and  sympathetic  under- 
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standing  of  the  leaders  selected  to  sponsor,  help  and  guide  young 
people  in  each  parish  and  mission.  If  we  expect  loyal  and  intelligent 
leadership  for  years  to  come,  then  it  is  necessary  that  that  type  of 
adult  churchmen  of  today  give  time,  energy  and  loving  care  to  the 
church’s  children  and  young  people.  Our  teen-age  young  people 
need  the  care  and  nurture  which  the  church  can  give — and  we  call 
this  group  to  your  attention  for  special  consideration  next  year. 

During  the  year  I  have  met  with  seven  parish  groups  of  church 
women  and  have  talked  to  them  about  the  educational  program  and 
work  of  the  Diocese.  These  contacts  have  been  helpful  and  inspiring 
but  more  of  the  women  of  the  Diocese  should  have  first  hand  informa¬ 
tion  concerning  the  work  which  the  U.T.O.  worker  is  doing  in  the 
Diocese.  I  would  like  to  recommend  that  the  department  appoint  a 
commission  to  study  the  needs  and  offer  a  program  for  adult  educa¬ 
tion.  The  women  in  the  missions  and  smaller  parishes  should  be 
encouraged  to  seek  help  from  the  U.T.O.  worker  with  their  program 
planning. 

After  a  year  and  four  months  of  residence  in  Fort  Wayne  where 
I  had  the  advantage  of  working  with  Father  Wheatley,  the  chairman, 
on  plans  for  the  several  activities  sponsored  by  the  department  and  of 
developing  plans  for  standards  and  methods  to  be  promoted  through 
the  educational  work  of  the  Diocese,  it  was  thought  wise  that  the 
office  for  the  department  should  be  located  in  a  more  central  place  in 
the  Diocese;  therefore,  I  moved  to  Mishawaka  in  January  of  this  year. 
The  Dean  and  the  members  of  the  Cathedral  parish  very  kindly  set 
aside  a  space  in  the  parish  house  for  an  office  to  be  used  by  the  field 
worker  and  the  department  in  its  work.  A  desk,  typewriter,  mimeo¬ 
graph,  book  shelves  and  some  books  have  been  purchased  for  the 
office  which  we  hope  will  become  the  center  for  educational  work  of 
the  Diocese.  The  clergy,  lay  leaders  and  Church  School  teachers 
should  be  aware  of  the  services  of  the  worker  and  the  facilities  of 
the  office  which  may  be  had  for  the  asking.  I  anticipate  that  the 
department  will  be  able  to  develop  several  new  pieces  of  work  through 
this  office.  The  first  and  most  important  of  these  is  the  work  among 
our  isolated  children  who  are  not  able  to  have  the  same  church  ad¬ 
vantages  as  the  children  who  live  near  the  church.  The  office  is 
ready  to  send  out  letters  and  lesson  materials  to  the  church  children 
who  live  too  far  to  attend  the  Church  School  or  the  church  services 
regularly.  When  we  have  the  names  and  addresses  of  these  children 
the  work  can  be  started. 

Teacher  training  institutes  have  been  conducted  in  three  parishes: 
Mishawaka,  Elkhart,  and  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend.  A  course  of  study 
on  “the  preparation  and  method  of  teaching  the  Church  School  lesson” 
has  been  presented  in  five  sessions  in  each  parish.  As  a  result  of 
these  teacher  training  classes,  we  are  looking  forward  to  a  School  of 
Religion  in  the  South  Bend  Deanery  early  this  fall.  We  shall  be 
happy  to  help  with  teacher  training  classes  or  cooperative  institutes 
in  any  of  our  parishes  or  missions.  .  .  o 

It  has  been  my  joy  to  help  with  work  at  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend, 
during  the  past  few  months  by  teaching  in  the  Church  School,  con¬ 
ducting  a  monthly  teacher  training  class  and  also  a  class  for  Altar 
Guild  members.  This  close  contact  with  that  mission  and  the  work 
that  Father  Kappes  is  doing  has  given  me  some  conception  of  its 
importance  and  the  opportunity  it  offers  the  Diocese  for  constructive 
and  real  missionary  endeavor.  One  of  the  finest  pieces  of  missionary 
work  of  the  whole  church  is  being  done  right  in  our  own  Diocese  and 
how  many  of  our  people  know  about  it?  The  devoted  members  of 
that  mission  need  the  help  and  encouragement  of  the  whole  Diocese 
if  the  work  is  to  continue  at  its  present  high  standard.  Loyal  church 
members  through  the  Diocese  will  be  thrilled  to  hear  about  the  work 
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and  after  hearing  will  want  to  participate  in  some  way  with  its  de¬ 
velopment.  Surely  the  educational  work  of  the  Diocese  should  include 
a  study  of  the  work  at  Holy  Trinity  Mission  and  I  heartily  recom¬ 
mend  that  we  make  special  plans  to  introduce  this  Mission  and  its 
buildings  and  equipment  to  our  Diocese  next  year. 

My  work  here  and  there  about  the  Diocese  has  given  me  a  clear 
picture  of  the  many  opportunities  for  missionary  and  Christian  edu¬ 
cational  work  which  is  ours  if  we  but  have  the  courage  and  vision  to 
grasp  it.  May  we  of  this  department  truly  “Go  forward  in  service 
this  coming  year.”

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS  1940-41 

The  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  submits  its  report 
to  the  43rd  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

On  Monday,  November  2  5th,  the  department  sponsored  an  ad¬ 
dress  and  symposium  for  diocesan  clergy  at  St.  James  Church,  South 
Bend.  The  Reverend  Walter  K.  Morley,  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago, 
spoke  on  “Church  Action.”  Father  Morley  pointed  out  that  Church 
Action  is  dedicated  to  the  service  of  society,  not  primarily  from  a 
humanitarian  viewpoint,  but  for  the  glory  of  God.  The  clergy  were 
supplied  with  printed  materials  which  might  be  helpful  in  their  re¬ 
spective  parishes  and  missions. 

In  February  this  year,  the  Reverend  Leo  Patterson,  Rector  of 
St.  James  Church,  Goshen,  was  delegated  by  the  Juvenile  Court  of 
Elkhart  County  to  assist  in  probation  work  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
that  court.  He  has  in  a  very  short  time  attracted  favorable  attention 
in  his  technique  of  handling  cases  referred  by  the  court. 

This  department  has  cooperated  with  the  Young  Churchmen  of 
the  Diocese  in  their  efforts  to  rehabilitate  the  social  hall  at  St.  Augus¬ 
tine’s  Mission  in  Gary.  At  this  mission  there  is  a  great  opportunity 
of  furthering  the  work  of  the  church  through  Christian  social  thought 
and  action. 

A  study  is  being  made  of  the  working  set-up  of  the  Department 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  in  the  Diocese  of  West  Virginia.  “Where 
to  Turn  in  West  Virigina”  is  the  official  directory  of  the  Social  Ser¬ 
vice  Department  in  that  diocese,  and  has  done  much  to  develop  a 
diocesan  department  with  a  minimum  of  overhead  expense.  If  the 
findings  prove  satisfactory,  then  some  attempt  will  be  made  through 
your  department  to  expand  the  work  here  in  Northern  Indiana.  Your 
chairman  has  already  made  contact  with  public  institutions  in  the 
South  Bend  Deanery  for  pastoral  care  of  any  churchmen  who  might 
need  the  church’s  ministrations. 

Your  department  seeks  to  serve  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  dio¬ 
cese  in  promoting  Christian  social  education  and  action  as  based 
upon  the  fundamentals  of  the  Faith.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIELD  DEPARTMENT  FOR  YEAR  1940-41 

The  principal  task  of  the  Field  Department  has  been  the  promo¬ 
tion  of  the  Every  Member  Canvass.  During  September  three  dinner 
meetings  were  held,  at  Hammond,  Goshen,  and  Peru,  for  the  purpose 
of  presenting  the  Church’s  program  and  canvass  methods.  Mr.  Wil¬ 
liam  Lee  Richards  of  the  National  Council  Bureau  of  Parochial  Aics 
presented  suggestions  on  methods;  Bishop  Gray  presented  our 
missionary  needs  in  Northern  Indiana.  There  was  a  total  attendance 
at  the  three  meetings  of  115. 

The  Department  edited  the  October  issue  of  the  “Pastoral  Staff,” 
trying  to  incorporate  build-up  material  for  the  canvass. 

Pledge  cards  for  the  whole  diocese  were  distributed  from  the 
Field  Department  office,  but  rectors  were  asked  to  order  other  canvass 
material  from  New  York.  This  latter  did  not  seem  to  secure  as  thor¬ 
ough  a  distribution  of  materials  as  is  desirable. 

Following  the  canvass,  the  Department  reported  to  Bishop  and 
Council  a  smaller  missionary  expectancy  than  in  19  40,  due  chiefly 
to  a  few  large  reductions.  However,  19  41  expectancy  is  well  above 
the  actual  collections  of  1940,  and  we  were  able  to  increase  our 
pledge  to  National  Council. 

The  Department  prepared  an  exhibit  for  use  at  General  Conven¬ 
tion.  It  may  be  seen  at  the  Council  today. 

Bishop  Gray  asked  the  department  to  undertake  the  promotion 
of  the  Aid-for-British-Missions  fund.  There  was  a  splendid  response, 
and  to  date  $622.72  has  been  forwarded  to  New  York,  well  over  our 
established  goal  of  $5  00. 

Due  to  difficulty  of  assembling  a  large  department  meeting,  the 
work  has  been  principally  carried  out  by  the  chairman,  and  by  Mr. 
J.  A.  Johnson,  treasurer  of  the  department. 

The  department  recommends  close  cooperation  with  the  Presiding 
Bishop’s  Forward-in-Service  plan,  and  a  thorough  every-member-can- 
vass  for  1942.

My  Dear  Bishop  Gray: 

.  .  .  Of  first  interest,  I  assume,  is  the  status  of  the  pension  roll,  inas¬ 
much  as  the  payment  of  benefits  is  the  prime  purpose  of  the  Fund. 
At  present  the  annual  pension  roll  totals  about  $1,378,000.00  com- 
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pared  to  $8  50,000.00  ten  years  ago.  Altogether,  the  Fund  has  paid 
total  benefits  of  over  $19,000,000.00  since  the  first  pension  was 
granted  in  March,  1917.  There  are  at  present  about  2,5  00  benefic¬ 
iaries  including  clergymen,  widows  and  minor  orphans  who  rely  to 
some  extent  upon  The  Church  Pension  Fund  for  their  support.  In 
many  cases  it  must  mean  the  difference  between  dire  distress  and  a 
certain  sense  of  security. 

In  Northern  Indiana  the  Fund  is  now  paying  pensions  at  the  rate 
of  $4,565.00  a  year,  as  shown  on  the  attached  schedule,  whereas  the 
total  pension  assessments  payable  each  year  are  only  about  $3,300.00. 
This  may  be  of  interest  to  your  Convention.  .  .  . 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  or  to  confirm  that  all 
the  assessments  due  in  the  diocese  for  the  year  19  40  have  been  fully 
paid.  Your  help  in  achieving  this  goal  is  greatly  appreciated.
